His wife was busy looking for him, as 
he had gone for a walk alone and, find- 
ing him, she brought him back apologiz- 
ing. We took several pictures of the 
school, including a new tower he was 
having built. He was just starting to get 
the rear section laid out. A young archi- 
tect from Phoenix was putting in the 
underground wiring. Mr. Masselink, his 
secretary, had gone to Tempe for his 
one-man show of architectural drawings. 
A young architectural student took my 
wife, my daughter and me around. It 
is regrettable that Mr. Wright could not 
have lived to see his school more nearly 
finished, and the Guggenheim Museum 
in New York. We viewed several of 
his latest models that were still in the 
planning stage. A great man has gone, 
an irreplaceable man for the architec-

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Mr. Wright was laid to rest on April 
12 in a secluded country churchyard 
near his boyhood home. His body was 
borne to its final resting place in a 
horse-drawn farm wagon, draped in 
velvet and edged with cut flowers. His 
widow and daughter, Iovanna, led the 
procession of more than 50 mourners 
who followed on foot as the wagon 
moved down the winding road leading 
from the Wright hillside home to 
Unity Chapel, a half mile away, as the 
bell in the 73-year-old church tolled. 
Some 200 crowded the small chapel, 
bedecked with pine boughs cut from 
standing timber on Wright’s beloved 
Taliesin, Candles lighted the 5:30 p.m, 
service and a wood-burning stove pro- 
vided warmth, 


FRANK LLOYD WRIGHT, who died 
at his home, Taliesin West on April 9, 
at the age of 89, was considered by 
many to be the world's greatest archi- 
tect. 


Whether or not he was, it is quite 
generally agreed that he was one of 
the most controversial figures. He often 
got attention by chiding his fellow archi- 
tects—but in a way that they liked it. 


When the "old master" was testifying 
in court, he was asked whom he con- 
sidered to be the greatest living archi- 
tect, and he replied, "I am." Asked 
later if he did not think his statement a 
bit immodest, he replied, "Well, I was 
under oath, wasn't I?" 

And so some have called him the 
world's greatest living architect, while 
others just call him names. Whether 
or not he deserves either is a moot 
question, but certainly it can be said 
that he is one of the greatest publicists. 

On one of his former visits to Detroit, 
a press luncheon was arranged for him. 
Everything was set, newsmen were 
oresent and the cocktails were enjoyed 
-but no Mr. Wright. Next day one 
Detroit newspaper, whose editor didn't 
ove Mr. Wright, front-paged the head- 
ine, "Two wrongs don't produce a 
Wright,” and the article went on and 
on in disparaging terms, concluding 
hat "your guess is as good as ours as 
o whether he will even show up for 
he lecture." 

The feat was accomplished and the 
place was mobbed, even by bobby- 
soxers—the kind who swoon for their 
avorite crooner—and when they had 
o be turned away, they were asked 
why they didn't go down in the lounge 
and hear him over the public address 
System, they answered, "We want to 
see HIM." 


WASHINGTON, D.C., April 9, 1959— 
John Noble Richards, President of The 
American Institute of Architects, issued 
the following statement on the death of 
Frank Lloyd Wright: 

"The American Institute of Architects 
joins the world in respectful homage to 
Frank Lloyd Wright, the great architec- 
tural genius of our time. His place in 
history is secure; his continuing influ- 
ence on architectural thought assured. 
This century's achievements in architec- 
lure would be unthinkable without him. 
He has been a teacher to us all." 


Had everything gone according 1o 
schedule, there wouldn't have been 
nearly the news value. 


To get some expression about our 
architecture and city planning prob 
lems, a reporter asked Mr. Wright what 
he thought of Detroit. His answer: 


"Must I think of it?" 


Mr. Wright, who, by his very nature, 
was for most of his life the "lone wolf" 
of the architectural profession, had 
ened much in recent years. À few years 
ago, when the Board of Directors of the 
Institute had before it a proposal to 
award him the Gold Medal, its highest 
honor, some expressed the belief that 
if the Medal were offered him his first 
act would be to call in the press and 
announce that he had refused it. A 
friend of his wrote him, explaining what 
was being said, and Mr. Wright imme- 
diately replied that not only would 
accept it but would consider it а man- 
date to be a good boy, to join with his 
fellow architects and be one of them. 
He concluded, "I am glad to know that 
the Institute is finally waking up." This 
last remark was undoubtedly occasion- 
ed by the fact that many foreign coun- 
tries had so honored him before he was 
considered for the highest award from 
the profession of his own country. He 
was awarded the Medal in 1949. 


A reporter asked him if he had said 
the reason he had worn only one medal 

that of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects — was because it was the 
only one that meant anything, he re- 
plied, "No, it's the only one that has a 
ribbon on it.” 

Roger Allen, Р.А.Т.А., of Grand Ra- 
pids, annually vacations in Arizona, 
where, near Phoenix, Mr. Wright held 
forth at his Taliesin West. Allen relates 
that on one occasion when a doctor 
went out to visit Taliesin he came back 
and reported that he was much im- 
pressed—except for one thing: some of 
the doors were only six feet high, while 
many of the students were taller than 
that.

We would 
ike to have the autograph of your fam- 
ous grandfather, Frank Lloyd Wright." 
Apparently, visitors from abroad are 
more inte od in architects than in 
movie stars, Miss Baxter observed. 

Mr. Wright was aboard the Santa Fe's 
Super Chief, eastbound, seated in the 
diner opposite a person whose face was 
very familiar. The person was Bing 
Crosby. Neither had ever seen the 
other before. Mr. Wright said, "Young 
man, I sur a lot of people tell you 
you look like Bing Crosby." Replied 
Crsby: "Yes, and I suppose a lot of 
people tell you you look like Frank 
Llyd Wright." 

When Mr. Wright submitted sketches 
for a civic center in Milwaukee, a coun- 
ilman asked if he were sure the proj- 
ect could be built for the estimated 
$15,000,000. He said, "No architect who 
is worthy of the name would ever guar- 
antee anything.’

The Michigan Association of the Pro- 
fessions, incorporated as a non-profit 
organization, December 1, 1959, has 
opened executive offices at 712 Abbott 
Road, East Lansing, William M. Le 
Fevre, M.D., Muskegon, MAP President, 


has announced. 


The membership in MAP, an associa- 
tion specifically designed to serve, pro- 
mote and enhance the professions, is 
made up of persons engaged in the 
professions of architecture, dentistry, 
engineering, law and medicine. To be 
eligible for membership in the state- 
wide Association, the professional per- 
son must be a member of the state 
society of his profession. 

Bylaws of MAP, provide that five 
state professional organizations shall be 
elected to state association member- 
ship. These include the Michigan So- 
ciety of Architects, the Michigan Soci- 
ety of Professional Engineers, the Mich- 
igan State Dental Association, the Mich- 
igan State Medical Society and the 
State Bar of Michigan. All members of 
these Societies are eligible for indi- 
vidual memberships. It is not necessary 
that the State Society be a member in 
order for the individual member to 
apply for membership. 

Such other state professional organ 
izations as shall apply for membership 
will subsequently be declared eligible 
for membership by a vote of not less 
than three-fourths of the whole Board 
of Directors. 

MAP will serve the various profes- 
sions in fields of Legislation, Public Re- 
lations, Education, Business Services 
and Techniques. It is to be emphasized 
that MAP is not a "political organiza 
tion.” Bi-partisan, it will serve its mem- 
bers as a communications medium 
among the professions and their legis 
lative bodies on matters directly affect- 
ing professionalism. It will try to place 
Professions in the same category of 
"molders of public policy" as Business, 
Labor and Farming. 

In the field of public relations, every 
effort will be made by MAP to educate 
the public as to what constitutes pro- 
fessionalism. The public must be con 
vinced that professionalism is vital to 
progress and research. MAP will strive 
to explain what a professional man is 
and why. 

MAP also is exploring, and if feas- 
ible, will offer group programs in re- 
tirement funding, major тес 
ance, group term life 
ng, purchasing, et Busin 
of particular in st to the ү 
fessional man will be found in the 
Journal of MAP now being planned. 
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The Board of Directors of the Michi- 
gan Society of Architects passed the 
following resolution, October 14, 1958, 
authorizing participation and State As- 
sociation membership in the Michigan 
Association of the Professions: 


"Motion: that Elmer J. Manson, Dele- 
gate, and James B. Morrison, Alter- 
nate, or either of them be author- 
ized, in behalf of this organization, 
to become original incorporators of 
and as such, to execute Articles of 
Incorporation of a non-profit cor- 
poration to be organized under the 
laws of the State of Michigan to be 
known as the Michigan Association 
of the Professions; that they, or 
either of them, be authorized to 
make application for Charter Mem- 

bership of this organization as a 

member thereof.” 

Mr. Manson, Past President of MSA, 
has been elected to the first Board of 
Directors of MAP and will serve as the 
organization's first Secretary. Mr. Mori- 
son, Immediate past president of MSA, 
has been named a Director of the first 
Board. Both have been active in organ- 
izational plans of MAP and Mr. Manson 
was a signatory of its Articles of Incor- 
poration. 

This action grants Charter State Asso- 
ciation Membership to MSA and makes 
all MSA members eligible for individual 
membership in MAP. 


At the present time, invitations are be- 
ing mailed to professional people to 
become Charter Members of MAP. In- 
terest is widespread and applications 
for membership are being received from 
all over the state. Every effort is being 
made to give all members of the indi- 
vidual professional societies the oppor- 
tunity to become Charter Members of 
MAP. Members who, for reason of 
change of address, misdirected mail, 
or other reasons, do not receive invita- 
lions are urged to get in touch with the 
executive office of MAP so that every

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An Address given before the 
Central Business District of 
Detroit, March 11, 1959 


By Louis С. Redstone, A.LA. 


The Brochure which you have at hand 
is a report of two years of study and 
work by a volunteer group of Detroit 
architects. The project was sponsored 
by the Detroit Chapter A.LA. at the re- 
quest of Mr. Charles A. Blessing, A.I.A., 
Director of Detroit's City Plan Commis- 
sion. Your first reaction may be, "why 
duplicate what the C.P.C. is doing?” 
The architects felt that, being free of 
any restrictions and limitations which a 
city department has to reckon with, they 
could arrive at stimulating and unham- 
pered ideas for the city’s redevelopment. 

Also, you may wonder, "why should 
architects volunteer their services?" No 
community anywhere can be built with- 
out the deep interest of its citizens. Who 
else but the architects as a group should 
give their talents and skill to create 
the future plans of their own city? May- 
be there was a selfish reason for this 
volunteer service—where else could an 
architect get a commission without hav- 
ing to argue with his clients, without 
the problem of establishing his fee, and 
especially not to have the worries of 
collecting it? 

Now, to prove to you how seriously 
the architects took their assignments: 
twice a month they climbed the whole 
four stories of stairs in the old City Hall 
where the workshops were held. These 
four stories, by the way, are equivalent 
to present-day 8 stories. No wonder the 
plans call for the removal of the old 
City Halll! 

The group was divided into individual 
teams, but all work was presented to 
the entire group for general discussion 
and criticism. 

As the individual teams delved into 
the replanning of the CBD (Central Busi- 
ness District), it became apparent that, 
among other pressing problems, the 
more crucial ones were the following: 

l. To provide proper and efficient 
facilities for bringing in and accommo- 
dating large numbers of vehicles and 
people, and to evolve a radically new 
approach in mass transportation. 

2. To create an environment 
ducive to pleasant and relaxed shop- 
ping, recreation, personal and govern- 
ment transactions (created by large 
open plazas free of traffic hazards).

3. To replace the existing obsolete 
buildings with new structures designed 
for modern needs. 

The Group felt that this three 
program must be realized as soon as 
possible, if the City is to gain any ad- 
vantage of its newly created Civic Cen- 


point 
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ARCHITECTS URBAN DESIGN COL- 
LABORATIVE has created a great deal 
of interest, not only in Detroit but in 
other cities as well. The group’s report 
published in the Monthly Bulletin of 
March represented the culmination of 
two years of work. Being in the Bulletin's 
Convention Number, it coordinated well 
with the MSA Convention, and resulted 
in a great deal of favorable publicity. 


On Wednesday, March 11, just prior 
to the opening of the Convention, the 
Central Business District, of Detroit held 
a luncheon meeting to present the ma- 
terial to its members, a number of archi- 
tects and planners. At this meeting, 
Louis С. Redstone, A.I.A., Chairman of 
the group, explained the aims and pur- 
poses of the project, and Charles A. 
Blessing, A.LA., Director of City Plan- 
ning for the City of Detroit, told how 
much his Department was interested in 
the report. The results were very well 
received indeed and the project was 
hailed as a constructive step toward re- 
habilitating Detroit's downtown areas. 


Thousands of reprints of the material 
have been distributed to those interested 
in Detroit and in cities of Michigan and 
other states. 
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ter. It should be noted that a successful 
Civic Center must go hand in hand with 
a revitalized and an economically sound 
CBD. 

Now I would like briefly to discuss 
the various proposed projects. 

Under the proposed plans, at the foot 
of Woodward Ave., a residential and 
recreational development that was 
named "Rivergate" would be built. To 
dramatize the water front, part of the 
area would be excavated to form a 
lagoon, thereby creating an artificial 
island. This island would serve as an 
indoor-outdoor recreation Boat 
harbor and boat rental space are lo- 
cated along a terraced shore line. The 
lower part of Woodward would have 
four high-rise apartment buildings, an 
office building and a "boatel." 


Another project, bounded by Ran- 
dolph, Vernor on the North, Chrysler 
Expressway on the East and Jefferson 
on the South was designated as an in- 
stitutional development. In this area 
the section north of Gratiot Ave. was 
planned for housing, while the southern 
portion would include the following: 


агеа. 


Expanded city and governmental fa- 
cilities, hospital, medical research and 
professional facilities, commercial of- 
fices, and expanded facilities for the 
University of Detroit downtown campus. 

The third project involved the study 
of the heart of the CBD area which was 
named “Mainland Shopping Center.” A 
large part of this study consisted in 
evolving new mass transportation tech- 
niques. A radial monorail system is 
here recommended which would work 
as follows: 


A self-propelled unit (30 m.p.h.), "the 


capsule" would collect commuters at 
residential street corners. At certain 
terminal points these "capsules" be- 
come "monorail-borne" components of 
a rapid transportation system. Under- 
ground CBD terminal points become 
pedestrian distribution centers. Here 


the same “capsule” is lowered and be- 
comes again self-propelled. 
The entire solution for the hub of the 


City hinged around a new "Town 
Square” of shopping, surrounded by 
the natural and the mechanical land- 


scaped areas, fountains and gardens, 
news stands, benches, cafes, moving 
walks and seats, elevated heliports, 
parking garages and terminals for the 
rapid transit system.

People must be stimulated 
downtown. The area, therefore, 
offer new experiences in shopping en- 
vironments. On the basis of surveys of 
existing mercantile buildings, the solu- 
tion suggests the creation of a new sig- 
nificant shopping land mark for the 
whole area. 

Next is the Cadillac Square study. 
Little change would be envisioned for 
this area which would continue to func- 
tion as a financial, commercial and 
government center. The biggest change 
would be in the removal of the old City 
Hall and other obsolete buildings fac- 
ing the Square. At the intersection of 
Woodward, Monroe and Michigan Ave- 
nues, a new feature would be the 
placement of an elevated arcaded plat- 
form containing small specialty shops 
and a restaurant. 

The Convention Mall grouping, lo- 
cated just north of the Convention Hall 
up to Michigan Avenue, between Sec- 
ond and Wayne, will contain «a hotel, 
office buildings, specialty shops, res- 
taurants and a recreation center. Park- 
ing is planned underground. The Mall 
with its landscaped areas and covered 
walks would be limited to pedestrian 
traffic, 

Just west of the Convention Mall, be- 
tween Second Avenue, Lodge Express- 
way and Michigan Avenue, part of the 
area is designed to house foreign con- 
sulate offices and U.S. customs. Other 
parts will house an automotive research 
center. 

To coordinate all of these areas, I 
have just described to you, was the 
aim of another team. They felt that a 
person, whether on foot or in vehicle 
at any point, should be able to easily 
orient himself within the Central Busi- 
ness District. To accomplish this a Ring 
Road was proposed in the form of a 
wide landscaped boulevard circling 
within the CBD. 

Whether the ideas proposed by the 
group will remain a dream or become 
a reality will depend on the farsighted- 
ness of the people of Detroit, the city 
planners, the architects, the economists 
and the financiers. Where there is a 
will there is a way. The new CBD 
Center could be a reality in our lifetime.

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Great Lakes 
Conference 


Architects face their greatest chal- 
lenge in the history of the world—that 
is if there is a world left to challenge 
them. 


From his observations around the 
world, Gov. Harold E. Stassen presented 
his challenge to the architects of Amer- 
ica at the A.LA. Great Lakes District 
Regional Conference held in Ann Arbor 
at the College of Architecture and De- 
sign, April 23-25. 

In a two-fold message the dedicated 
statesman subtlely hinted of a war that 
would end the glowing future that he, 
at the same time, predicted for the archi- 
tect. Strong faith that an all-out war is 
unlikely was reflected in his remarks 
to the group. He stated that danger of 
war has been decreased because of the 
alertness of competition and that the 
Summit Meeting in Berlin next month 
should heighten the likelihood that there 
will not be a war. 


He further stated that scientists have 
warned us about radio activity and 
President Eisenhower has reminded the 
well-aware communists that nobody 
north of the equator could survive the 
consequent fall-out, so it is feasible to 
guess that war is unlikely—unless it is 
triggered by a madman. 


His faith in the future is presented 
here in his direct message to the archi- 
tects: 


"In response to your invitation to 
speak to you at this conference in the 
Great Lakes Region, may I say very di- 
rectly that I accepted your invitation 
because І have something on my mind 
that I want to say to you and to the 
architects of our country. 

"Let me begin by making this broad 
statement. I believe that in the next ten 
years the Architects of America can 
have and should have a much greater 
effect upon the world-wide competition 
of economic systems than is generally 
realized today. 

"The reason for my conviction is as 
follows: The three basic necessities of 
human life are food, clothing and shel- 
ter. The nations of the free world have 
made tremendous progress in the pro- 
duction and distribution of food for the 
people in the past decade. Progress in 
food has also been made in the Com- 
munistcontroled countries. But taken 
as a whole, the progress in food in the 
Communist areas has not been as sub- 
stantial as it has been in the free nations. 

"In the past five years great proaress 
has been made in clothing throughout 
the world. 

“But, on both sides, in the free nations 
and in the Communist areas, there are 
very serious housing problems. The 
provision of shelter for the people has 
not reached the minimum standards for 
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hundreds of millions of people on both 
sides. 

“It seems to me that this poses а 
challenge to the Architects of the world. 
It poses a direct challenge in leadership 
to the Architects of our own country. 


“Can they in the next decade assist 
in developing methods of using avail- 
able local materials in the free coun- 
tries of the world to make rapid strides 
in shelter—sanitary, healthful shelter— 
for mankind? 


“In too many areas shelter depends 
on large quantities of imported mate- 
rials. No country can afford to construct 
shelter for its general population with 
imported materials. 


"The re-design of facilities, so that 
they can be fulfilled economically with 
local mass production is a central part 
of the problem. Designs that can be 
fulfilled with a minimum of skill in the 
workmen are also essential. 


“Another important phase of the hous- 
ing problem is, of course, the acceler- 
ated rebuilding of the slum areas of the 
metropolitan communities around the 
world, Here again, greater Architec- 
tural ingenuity, with a comprehensive 
recognition of the economic factors, is 
needed. 

“Likewise an advance in Architectural 
education in the less-developed free 
nations is of crucial importance. The 
Architects of America can do much in 
this field. 

“From my observations around the 
world, I present this challenge to the 
Architects of America. 

"I have great confidence in what you 
can accomplish, if you set your atten- 
tion and your intelligence as free pro- 
fessional men 1o the task. If the free 
economic systems clearly win the com- 
petition of housing for the people, that 
wil be one of the decisive factors in 
determining the future economic sys- 
lems of the world." 

The same audience heard Dean Philip 
М. Youtz, College of Architecture and 
Design, U. of M., and Chairman of the 
luncheon meeting, express his [feeling 
that there has been a shift in emphasis 
in the education of the architect. He 
stated that it has taken courage to take 
direction from our own culture and be- 
come contemporary. It is a challenge 
to meet the new mixture of demands. 
He further stated that U. of M. Vice 
President Marvin L. Niehuss is just such 
a man of courage, when he introduced 
him at the luncheon. 

Mr. Niehuss charmed the conference 
with his warm welcome. He likened the 
University's well-publicized financial 
plight to having all the thrills and ex- 
citement of an old time movie.

DR. EDWIN S. BURDELL, President of 
Cooper Union, New York, indirectly an- 
swered Gov.

FESSION A FAILURE?, Friday afternoon. 
His topic, THE UNIVERSITY ANSWERS 
BACK. 


Burdell was not aware of Stassen's 
challenge when he prepared his com- 
ments. 

"Architects need to know more about 
people's habits and about their time 
and space needs. Therefore, schools of 
architecture are adding more courses in 
economics, sociology, statistics, public 
housing, transportation, zoning, and town 
planning," he said.

Chapters, A.LA., Philip Will, Jr., F.A.LA., 
Chicago, Ist Vice President, A.I.A.; and 
Burdell had provocative answers to 
these question titles:
